Brussels, Germany.—Germany has 
begun negotiations witn Belgium 
(states La Meuse, of Liego) with a 
view to settling the status of More- 
snet-Neutre, the small neutral state on 
the border of Belgium ind Prussia. 
The inhabitants, who live in the vil- 
lage of Moresnet and who number 
about 3000, wish to come under Bel- 
gian rule. \ 

The inhabitants have the right to de- 
cide whether they will perform mill- 
tary service for Prussia or for Bel- 
gium, and whether they will accept 
the jurisdiction of the Prussian or the 
Belgian courts: 

This state has an area of only about 
1400 acres. Monaco, the smallest 
sovereign principality of Europe, has 
an area of about 6100 acres.

Edible Flowers of Butter Trees. 

By far the most remarkable of edi- 
ble flowers is that culled from the but- 
ter tree of India. The blossoms of this 
singular tree are the chief means of 
subsistence with the Bhils and other 
Indian hill tribes. An average tree 
yields from 200 to 360 pounds of pulpy, 
bell shaped flowers that, when they 
drop off during March and April, the 
hot months of the Indian year, are 
eagerly gathered by the natives. They 
have when fresh a peculiar and lus- 
cious taste, but the fragrance of them 
is not pleasant and is best and most 
briefly described as “mousy.” “Usually 
they are cured in the sun, shrivel to 
one-fourth of their size and then re- 
semble nothing s80 much as raisins. 
The natives prepire them for food by 
boiling or usjng them in sweetmeats.—

lthe soll with helpful creatures that 
| continue thelr work. Further than this, 
the manure tends to loosen the soil and 
to make it crumble easily under the 
, plow and harrow. 
The successful farmer of the past has 
; made the accumulation, protection and 
‘application of stable manure a special 
_Study. The poor, improvident farmer 
allows half the value of his stable ma- 
nure to waste by heating or by being 


seen by the colored streams of water 
| running away from his barnyard. 


Washing Butter In Winter.- 
In winter the water for washing and 
also the brine for salting shonld not be 
, below a temperature of 50 degrees F. 
| With regard to the quantity of water 
to use, sufficient water should be placed 
| in the churn to float thoroughly all the 


; butter grains contained therein. The | 


| butter will require two or three wash- 
| ings jn order to remove most of the 
| cheesy matter, which, if allowed to re 
thain in. the butter, causes the finished 
» article to become bad. When the water 
| is quite clear and free from milkiness 
,on being withdrawn from the clurn 
the butter should be sufficiently 
| washed. While being careful to wash
